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HIGH-TECH GADGETS 




F rom robotic cleaners to automated 
control systems, the plethora of high- 
tech gadgets now sweeping the market 
means backyard swimming pools are no 
longer high-maintenance. 

Thanks to major advancements in 
automation during the past decade, owning 
a clean, clear and warm pool that’s ready 
for use year-round has never been easier. 
Poolside Showcase chatted to leading 
industry experts about the latest range of 
high-tech products available to complement 
and simplify pool ownership. 

Zodiac, which specialises in innovative 
and consumer- friendly pool equipment and 
chemicals, is a pioneer in pool automation 
with the company selling high-quality pool 
automation technologies to the Australian 
market for the past 15 years. 

Zodiac marketing manager, Jonas Ryberg, 
says the company’s iAquaLink software enables 
pool owners to control their entire system — 
from the pump to the lighting — remotely 
through their smart phones or tablets. 

“Automation systems are capable of 
controlling virtually everything in the outdoor 
pool space, including pumps, cleaners, pool 
lights, underwater speakers, water features 
and even garden lights,” says Jonas. “The sky’s 
the limit when it comes to automation — you 
could be sitting in your office and turn on the 
gas heater in your spa so it’s nice and warm 
when you get home from work. Aside from 
turning equipment on and off, you can also 
change the timer settings on your devices 
remotely. The beauty of automation is that pool 
owners get to spend more time enjoying the 
pool and less time maintaining it.” 

While automated systems aren’t completely 
maintenance -free, Jonas says the technologies 
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now available make pools “much easier to 
run than they were 10 years ago. There’s a bit 
of a myth that if you install an automated 
pool system you can step away and forget 
any maintenance but that’s not the case, you 
still have to keep an eye on it. However, the 
equipment that exists today makes the general 
running of a pool pretty self-sufficient.” 

Robotic cleaners are another great product 
in automation for time-poor homeowners, 
continues Jonas. “Robotic cleaners work 
through an electric motor that runs separate 
from the filter and pump. They collect dirt 
and debris in a bag within the unit and have 


in-built intelligence to prevent them from 
getting stuck in corners. Suction and pressure 
cleaners both work quite well too, although 
robotic cleaners provide a more thorough 
clean and are quite affordable nowadays for 
the average homeowner.” 

Waterco is another premium Australian 
manufacturer of intelligent pool technologies, 
with the company’s Aquamaster Pool and Spa 
Automation simplifying pool management 
at the press of a button. The wall-mounted, 
touch-screen control panel is a sophisticated 
solution that can be conveniently operated 
from indoors, allowing homeowners to easily

manage pool, spa and ancillary functions such 
as the pump, filter, heater, cleaner, landscape 
lighting and water features. 

“The Aquamaster system allows pool 
owners to check outside air temperature, 
pool and spa temperatures, as well as 
monitor the status of all their equipment,” 
Waterco marketing director, Bryan Goh, says. 
“Aquamaster also maximises energy savings 
via the control of energy- saving pumps, 
adjusting the pump’s speed to meet the pool’s 
requirements while minimising energy use. 

In pools with a solar/ gas heater combo, for 
example, it will also use the solar first, thereby 
optimising energy consumption.” 

To ensure the safest possible swimming 
conditions with clean and healthy water, 
Waterco has introduced the smart ChemfloPlus 
system which continuously analyses pool-water 
chemistry and accurately sanitises and controls 
the pool’s PH level through feedback from 
inline sensors. 

“In the real world, chemical maintenance 
of pool water is a fairly complicated balancing 
act,” says Bryan. “Sanitiser residuals must 
be maintained at a level sufficient to protect 
swimmers. Simultaneously, the pH of the water 
must be maintained at a level that ensures the 
sanitiser works effectively, while protecting 
the pool and equipment from corrosion or 
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scaling, and the bathers from discomfort or 
irritation. The ChemfloPlus is also designed to 
be cost-effective; it minimises chemical use and 
prevents excessive addition of chemicals that 
may damage the pool and its equipment.” 

When it comes to the latest innovations in 
pool maintenance, Waterco’s Blue Square Q360 
is a fully automatic, in-floor, cleaning system 
that can handle high debris levels, negating the 
need for an additional cleaner. The Q360 system 
also circulates water through the pool, resulting 
in less algae growth, better heat and chemical 
dissipation, with increased operating efficiencies 
and reduced chemical and heating costs. 

In-floor cleaning systems are designed 
prior to the swimming pool being constructed 
or manufactured, depending on the pool 
interior. These systems consist of a series of 
heads which pop up in the floor and steps of 
the pool. Their purpose is to drive the dirt 
and debris towards an in-floor drain, usually 
located in the deep end of the pool. Once 
the dirt is removed from the drain point by 


the pump, it usually passes into the filtration 
system where it will get trapped. 

As pool technologies advance at a rapid 
rate, Bryan says Waterco expects to make 
the domestic swimming pool entirely 
self-automated in the near future. “People 
are time-poor these days so we’re working 
hard to simplify pool maintenance and the 
experience of owning a pool.” 

When choosing automation devices, Aqua- 
Quip director Roy Halle says homeowners need 
to be mindful that they cannot simply “press 
a button and forget all maintenance. Robotic 
cleaners take about an hour after every cycle to 
clean and re-deploy. They are a good product 
but pool owners need to remember robotic 
cleaners can’t live in the pool continuously. 

“The other salient point when building a 
pool is to remember that in Sydney, the bad 
weather usually comes from the south so it 
makes sense to put the water- return lines on 
the south side of the pool and two skimmers 
on the north- side corners of the pool,” advises 


Roy. “Flotsam always goes to the pool corners 
so, if the skimmers are there, all the debris goes 
straight into the skimmers and is easy to get rid 
of with minimal effort. It costs a little extra to 
plumb the pool this way but, long after you’ve 
forgotten the price, you’ll enjoy the look and 
beauty of the clean pool.” 

Aside from the myriad functional products 
now available, Roy says the company’s 
range of high-tech LED pool lighting adds 
sophistication and an instant wow factor to any 
backyard pool. 

“We have selected very specific wavelengths 
of light measured in nanometers, equal to one 
billionth of a metre, which make the lights 
literally jump out from the pool and onto the 
surrounding foliage,” says Roy. “Pool owners 
can change the look of their pool with the 
click of a button, selecting from hundreds of 
beautiful colours. Apart from being resilient, 
reliable and built to last, our sophisticated 
lighting systems add real magic and ambience 
to the family pool.”

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POOL ENCLOSURES 




P ool and spa enclosures are fast becoming 
a must-have fixture to enhance the 
backyard pool landscape. Available 
in a range of shapes and styles, pool 
enclosures are a functional yet aesthetically 
appealing way to protect against the elements. 

A popular trend in Europe, pool enclosures are 
now providing more Aussie homeowners with the 
benefits of year-round swimming and protection 
from the sun, dirt, leaves and other debris, 
meaning more time to enjoy the pool safely and 
less time having to clean it. 


SWIM IN EVERY SEASON 

Pool enclosures offer a range of practical ben- 
efits, the most obvious being the ability to enjoy 
the backyard swimming pool or spa no matter 
what the weather, 365 days a year. In the summer 
months, retractable or telescopic pool enclosures 
easily roll back to take full advantage of the fresh 
air and great outdoors. On the flipside, pool 
enclosures can also provide much-needed protec- 
tion from Australia’s harsh summer sunlight and 
damaging UV rays. Spa and terrace enclosures are 
also perfect for homeowners who want to make 
use of their spa/outdoor area year-round. Avail- 
able in a range of shapes, colours and sizes, some 
are even large enough to accommodate a table 
setting, turning the family area into a full outdoor 
entertaining zone. 

SUSTAINABILITY MATTERS 

Of the many advantages provided by pool enclo- 
sures, James Hutchins, managing director of The 
Pool Enclosure Company, says sustainability and 
usage are the main incentives for homeowners.

Homeowners still need to ensure 
they comply with council regulations by install- 
ing appropriate fencing, but the benefit of an 
enclosure is that it provides even more peace 
of mind, particularly for parents with young 
children and pets.” 

James says pool enclosures make the pool “a 
genuine asset” to the property, not a liability! 
“Many of our past clients have reported a 
significant increase in property value following 
the installation of a pool enclosure. One client 
sold their property very easily because the 
enclosed spa was a real drawcard, adding value 
to the property beyond the project cost.” 

THE LONG AND SHORT OF IT

“Our low-line telescopic/ retractable enclosures 
are ideal for clients who want to keep the 
debris out and heat in, while still looking to 
swim underneath the enclosure year-round,” 
says James.

They can be 
installed in confined spaces and retracted when 
the weather permits, while a track extension 
can allow the enclosure to be completely 
retracted off the pool. 

The company’s medium height range is ideal 
for clients who only require usable space at 
one end of the enclosure year-round, while 
providing a comfortable environment to 
swim, according to James. A medium height 
enclosure is ideal in smaller, tighter pool areas 
or for use over lap pools. 

If bigger is better, James says The Pool 
Enclosure Company offers the largest and most 
impressive range of high telescopic/retractable 
swimming pool enclosures worldwide. High 
enclosures are ideal for clients looking to add 
extra room to their property and have usable 
space included in the enclosure. “The main 
advantage of high structures is the ability 
to move freely within the space covered by 
the enclosure, adding an extra room to your 
home and maximising usable space,” explains 
James. “Our profiles are made from high- 
strength powder-coated aluminium extrusions, 
with compact or transparent UV-protected 
polycarbonate for glazing. The clear, glass-like 
appearance makes the enclosure feel light and 
spacious.” Lean-to pool and spa enclosures are 
another option specifically designed to attach 


to a building, retaining wall or other structure 
to form one side of the enclosed area. “This 
requires one track to be placed on ground level 
on one side of the pool, and the other track 
placed overhead on the wall or surface above,” 
says James. “This design provides the benefit 
of being able to walk directly from an adjacent 
building into the enclosed pool area while still 
providing all the cost saving, usability and 
retractable bonuses of a free-standing pool 
enclosure.”

As part of The Pool Enclosure Company’s 
design service, the team works with homeown- 
ers throughout the process, helping them with 
everything from the aluminium profile colours 
and shapes to the polycarbonate thickness and 
optional motorised and air-handling systems. 
James says it is important for homeowners 
to seek out local specialists. “Australia doesn’t 
manufacture this level of enclosure so it’s 
imperative to deal with local professionals with 
a proven track record. Pool enclosures can be 
quite difficult to install so homeowners really 
need to do their homework and deal directly 
with the manufacturer’s distributor.”

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ABOVE-GROUND POOLS 




S ales of above-ground pools are on the rise, 
driven by a demand from homeowners 
who are seeking cost-effective swimming 
solutions. Above-ground — or modular — 
pools provide a fantastic alternative to concrete and 
fibreglass swimming pools, particularly for sloping 
sites and families on a tight budget. Modular pools 
can be installed above ground, partially submerged 
or fully in-ground, yet the costs associated with their 
purchase and installation are significantly cheaper 
than traditional in-ground pools. 


HELPING THE HIP POCKET 

With advances in construction and design enabling 
above-ground pools to also be installed in-ground or 
partially submerged, homeowners have embraced the 
modular as a budget- friendly alternative to concrete 
or fibreglass varieties. By saving on the structure, 
pool owners have more freedom and flexibility to 
spend money creating an outdoor oasis complete 
with the latest pool gadgets, beautiful landscaping 
and cosy cabanas. 

Classic Pools, which is recognised as Australia’s 
leading supplier of above-ground modular pools, 
estimates that about 75 per cent of its modular pool 
sales are for partially or fully in-ground pools. Classic 
Pools managing director Michael Chapman says cost 
is the number- one factor behind the recent surge in 
demand for modular pools. “Installing an above- 
ground pool in the ground generally costs half the 
price of a fibreglass pool and a third of the price of a 
concrete pool,” says Michael. “The structure is very 
popular for people on sloping sites because it costs a 
substantial amount to get a concrete pool specifically 
engineered for difficult sites.” 

Thanks to design advances, it’s hard to distin- 
guish a modular pool in-ground from a concrete or 
fibreglass pool, according to Michael. “The internal 
designs on the lining of modular pools reflect the 
appearance of concrete or fibreglass so it’s very hard 
to tell the difference — even though it’s up to half 
the price.” 


GOOD THINGS COME IN ALL 
SHAPES AND SIZES 

Modular pool kits are available in a variety of pre-en- 
gineered shapes and sizes. Michael, who has worked 
in the pool industry for the past 41 years, says Classic 
Pools meticulously manufactures each kit to the 
highest- quality standards to guarantee maximum 
strength, safety and durability. “About 80 per cent of 
our sales comprise the traditional oval- shaped pool; 
10 per cent is made up of freeform teardrop shapes 
and we’ve also noticed increasing demand for rectan- 
gular shapes in the past 18 months. Our round-shape 
pools account for less than five per cent of sales, 
which is interesting because in the US, round- shaped 
modular pools are extremely popular.” 
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ADVANCED MATERIALS 

At the forefront of modular pool design, Classic 
Pools was the world’s first company to intro- 
duce the salt-water, above-ground pool to the 
marketplace. This hugely successful pool came 
onto the market after the company replaced the 
metal components of its modular pools with 
resin in 1998. The salt-water resin pool now ac- 
counts for 90 per cent of Classic Pools’ sales. 

Aside from the benefits of salt-water swim- 
ing, the resin technology provides unique anti- 
corrosion and longevity properties. In 201 1, 
Classic Pools released a stainless-steel and resin 
salt-water pool called the Classic Extreme. Ide- 
ally suited for in-ground installation, the Clas- 
sic Extreme features an exclusive stainless -steel 
wall with cutting-edge technology to eradicate 
erosion, making it one of the most advanced 
above-ground pools to date. 

EASY IN, EASY OUT 

Modular pools can be installed in almost any 
backyard, providing there is a natural base for 
the pool to sit on. Modular pool kits come 
with between 12 and 14 boxes at Classic Pools, 
meaning they can be easily transported to the 
site with a trolley. “One of the many benefits of 
above-ground modular pools is the ease with 
which they can be installed,” explains Michael. 
“Unlike fibreglass and concrete pools, you don’t 
need a crane to install them.” 

As easy as modular pools are to install, Mi- 
chael says they are just as simple to remove. “A 
lot of people look at their backyard and say they 


only want a pool for the next 10 years while the 
kids grow up, and others decide to remove it 
when the time comes to re-sell their property. 
Above-ground pools are a great option in these 
situations because they can be replaced at any 
time very easily, whereas a concrete pool can be 
very expensive to remove.” 



LOW-MAINTENANCE 

LIFESTYLE 

Another benefit of modular structures from 
Classic Pools is the vinyl liner, designed to make 
pool maintenance a breeze. As vinyl liners are 
extremely smooth, bacteria and debris don’t 
tend to stick. “With concrete, some of the lin- 
ing is a bit rougher so it encourages more dirt 
and bacteria if it’s not maintained properly,” 
Michael says. 

Salt-water systems are also low maintenance 
in the modular varieties because they have a 
salt-water chlorinator attached to the filtration 
system. This chlorinator produces a type of 
chlorine all by itself, as opposed to freshwater 
pools that require the manual addition of chlo- 
rine regularly during the summer months. As 
with concrete and fibreglass structures, above- 
ground pools require council permission to 
install and must adhere to relevant legislations, 
including fencing.

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I n the chilly winter months when the

Dial Before You Dig to indentify infrastructure 
in the location you are planning to work. 

Look through magazines and keep a wish-list 
of the elements you want to incorporate.

Don’t be afraid 
to spend money at the outset because it’s far 
better to get it right the first time than make big 
errors further down the track.

A t first glance, it’s hard to imagine the 
diversity of issues that arose in the 
building approval and construction 
stages of this project on Sydney’s north shore. 

According to Shaun Wright, senior designer 
at the award-winning Australian company 
A Total Concept Landscape Architects and 
Pool Designers, the steeply sloping site was 
problematic because the project could only 
be designed with a substantially elevated 
swimming pool, which conflicted with the 
local council’s planning policy. Compounding 
the problem, neighbouring property owners 
organised a petition objecting to the proposal. 

“We negotiated with the council for over 
a year to get the project approved in the 
form desired rather than compromise on 
a design that would ultimately not work as 
well for our clients or their property,” Shaun 
said. “We thought all our clients’ problems 
were over once we obtained the building 
approval. We then specified and tendered 
the project, and let the contracts for pool 
and landscaping. However, on the first day 


construction commenced, the disgruntled 
neighbours lodged a complaint to the council 
and continued to do so throughout the 
construction process, causing unnecessary 
delays. Fortunately, we were able to 
successfully guide our clients through these 
complex processes with minimal pain.” 

Despite the obstacles of this particular 
project, the finished product is nothing but 
beautiful. The teal- coloured Italian glass tiles of 
the large swimming pool beautifully reflect the 
pool and house lights at night, and mirror the 
surrounding gardens during the day. 

Shaun says clients are increasingly looking 
for value and quality, with the “wow” factor 
in the finer details rather than in the size 
of the project. “This project delivers that 
‘wow’ factor with the innovative, in-water 
tanning shelf. This underwater paved area 
allows lounges to be placed inside the pool 
without the person who’s using it getting 
wet, yet they still get the cooling effects of 
the surrounding water.” 

Chunky, square edges of the coping create 


shadow lines around the pool, Shaun adds. 
This creates the effect of a floating island 
sitting area. 

The garden, which was also designed by A 
Total Concept, is predominantly viewed from 
above. Included in the landscape is a bold 
colour palette of the cascade lilly pilly, red 
kangaroo paws, coastal rosemary, giant mondo 
grass and dwarf flax.

The raised garden 
beds, surrounding half of the rectangular pool, 
bring life to this corner of the yard. A bench 
meets the garden bed halfway along the wall, 
providing a resting place. 

This luxurious pool features an automatic 
in-floor cleaning system and a Malibu fresh 
water system for a maintenance -free pool. It 
also features multiple play areas for children 
and benches to provide a safe area as the 
water deepens. 

An outdoor lounge is ideally situated to 
enjoy the view. The navy feature wall doubles 
as a fence, with the staggered height ensuring 
privacy for swimmers. 

The prime colours used in this design — 
blue and white — will reflect most of the 
summer heat, keeping the outdoor area a cool 
and relaxing place.

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T he brief was clear: create an outdoor 

space with a pool that flows seamlessly 
from the inside of the home, and don’t 
forget the “wow factor”. Kiama Landscapes 
and Pools went above and beyond to build 
this featured pool, which not only meets, but 
exceeds the client’s expectations. 

The pool and surrounding landscape, 
designed by Burnt Image and built by Kiama 
Landscapes and Pools, is a 5m x 4m pool with 
a 2m x 2m spa. The pool features bluestone 
coping and glass tiles, with spa lighting by 


Spa Electrics. A MX400 gas heater, PV3 in- 
floor cleaning and a Viron CL400 cartridge 
filter are also installed to ensure hassle-free 
functionality. Combining the best of both 
worlds, the spa and pool are built on the same 
level, just metres from the back door for great 
views and effortless access. 

The challenge of this project was to ensure a 
seamless transition from inside to out, despite 
a 1.5m difference in levels and a relatively 
small and uneven space to work with. To meet 
the brief and marry the two zones, Kiama 


Landscapes and Pools decided to raise the 
pool 1.5m, providing great feature views from 
inside. A fire pit was also installed on the lower 
level, along with three water features on a 
raised wall, to create the wow factor. 

The decking, roofed entertaining area and 
landscaping were also constructed by the 
company. The finished product is an 
enviable and tranquil outdoor oasis that not 
only enhances the smaller backyard space, 
but provides fabulous views from the 
home’s interior.

L ocated in Melbourne’s eastern suburb 
Park Orchards, this stunning perimeter 
overflow style pool was designed to be 
the centrepiece of this contemporary 
backyard and outdoor entertaining area. 

Designed and built by Minke Pools, this 
perimeter overflow or wet- deck style pool 
exemplifies decades of experience by Minke 
Pools in building high-quality concrete 
swimming pools. The exceptional attention 
to detail is demonstrated in the complexity 
of the design, with the entire 33 lineal meters 
of the pool spilling uniformly to create a 
seamless transition between the pool water 
level and the surrounding paving. 

The pool incorporates an 8 x 5 metre 
swimming area with a swim- out ledge and 
entry steps. It also features a 2.5 x 2 meter 
spa with adjoining children’s play pool. The 
spa is cleverly isolated by glass dividing walls 
located just below the water level, enabling 
the entire surface of the pool to remain 
visually unbroken. 

The pool and spa are separated by a 


generous walkway with floating granite 
steps sitting 7mm above water level, 
connecting the house and the pool entry 
to the raised sun lounge deck area. The 
slot drain conceals a concrete gutter, which 
delivers the overflowing water to a 9000 
litre balance tank located under the deck. 

Every element of the pool has been 
carefully considered, from aesthetics to 
functionality. The pool is fully tiled in 
ceramic mosaic blue/ green tiles which 
are brought to life when lit at night by 
underwater multi-colour LED lights. 
Maintenance is kept to a minimum 
with a paramount in-floor cleaning and 
circulation system, and a salt-chlorination 
sanitation system. A large combination 
solar-and gas- heating system ensures the 
pool and spa can be enjoyed year-round. 
All functions of the pool are controlled by 
a waterproof, hand-held remote control for 
paramount convenience. 

The high level quality and attention to 
detail continues into the landscape design, 


completed by Semken Landscaping. The 
decks and outdoor structures feature large 
timber posts and spotted-gum decking. 

The result of this project is a simple and 
elegant pool. Even the smallest of details were 
considered to create a truly amazing outdoor 
living and entertaining area, which will 
undoubtedly provide a lifetime of memories.

sounds like a no-brainer — just dream 
and build, right? Unfortunately, it 
doesn’t take much for your poolside dream 
to go astray.
